WAREHOUSE BLAZE 
tOB HITS $400,000 


Thurin Co . 2 -Sto ry Brick 
Structure In Canto n Is 
Razed by Flames 


CANTON, May 8.—Fire today de­ 
stroyed the Thurin Furniture and 
Rug 
Co. 
warehouse 
in 
Canton's 
business district, causing loss which 
the owner estimated at $400,000. 
Three firemen were taken to a 
hospital, two overcome by smoke 
and 
the other suffering a 
back 
injury. 
M. L. Thurin, co-owner of the 
warehouse with his brother. B. A. 
Thurin. estimated the loss at $400,- 
000 and added that the damage may 
be closer to half a million dollars.
